The award gives an increase of 5 cents 
an hour for both foremen and helpers. 
The switchmen had asked an advance 


of 10 to 12 cents. They had demanded 
time and half pay for overtime work 
instead of the pro-rata basis fixed by 
the board. 

While all six arbitrators signed the 
award, James B. Connors and W. A. 
Titus, representing the switchmen, dis- 
se ted as to the 5 cent increase, to the 
denial of time and a half for overtime, 
and to the award giving overtime at 
ths pro-rata rate. E. F. Potter and T. 
W. Evans, 
dissented to the award of the eight- 
hour day. Charles B. Howry was chair- 
man of the board, and Jeremiah W. 
Jenks the sixth member. 

It was said on behalf of the railroads 
that the award was interpreted by 
them as not giving an O K to the 
Adanison law.“ 

13 Railroads Affected. 

The award affects 13 Eastern railroads. 
A statement by Howry and Jenks says: 
| Although the standard work days has 
been 10 hours, frequently the men have 
worked from 11 to 12 and sometimes 
even longer. The evidence shows clear- 
ly that, owing to the nature of the work, 
there are frequent opportunities for in- 
tervals of rest, and that the long hours 
testified to are due very largely, almost 
invariably indeed, to delays caused by 
the interference of other trains and to 
similar reasons beyond thé control of 
the railway managers or of the switch- 
inen. During these delays the switch- 
men must usually be idle, so that the 
long hours do not always imply exces- 
sive physical labor.” 

Only a trial can determine just how 
far eight-hour shifts can be worked 
without prohibitory costs to the roads, 
says the statement, and it is urged that 
introduction of the eight-hour ‘Gay must 
be gradual. 


20,000 LIQUOR PACKAGES, SENT 
FROM HERE TO DRY STATES 


Mere Than 30,000 Shipments a Day 
Made From Baltimore te Pre- 
hibition Sections. 

About 20,000 packages a day of in- 
texicating liquors have been submitted 
for shipment into the dry states of the

Motor Trucks Carry e and 
Cards From Men in Somme 
Trencher, 0 

WITH “THE BRITISH ARMIES in 
FRANCE, Dec. 22—Motor trucks are 
carrying Christmas presents and greet- 
ings to soldiers in the trenches. The 
handling of the vast amount of mail 
for the English, Canadian and Aystral- 
ian troops is fraught with great dif- 
fleulty. 

The Canadians received the bulk of 
their mail last week. The mail for the 
Australians was posted six or seven 
weeks ago. 

The out-going post is almost as heavy 
as the incoming, with a strange cross- 
current of money orders going home 
and coming out. Some idea of the army 
postal problems may be gained from 
the fact that normally the British army 
sends 1,100,000 letters and post cards 
and 11,000 parcels daily. This number 
is being doubled and trebled during the 
Christmas rush. A soldier receives an 
uverage of four letters a week and 
writes one. ee 

The packages being sent from the 
front contain all manner of souvenirs 
from the battlefields and trenches.

RIVER BRIDGE AT OMAHA TO BE 
REPLACED BY NEW ONE-TODAY 


System of False Works Used So That 
Train Movement Is Not Expected 
to Be Greatly Delayed. 
OMAHA, Neb., Dec. 23.—The manage- 
ment of the Union Pacific Railway has 
announced that the old steel bridge 
which spans the Missouri River betwee, 
Omaha and Council Bluffs, erected i: 
1887, will be replaced by the new 
bridge today. The old bridge will be 
moved to a faise structure built north 
of the present location and the new 
one, which was built on a false work 
to the south, will replace it on the old 

piers. 

The bridges to be moved are 1722 feet 
long, not including the approaches. The 
old bridge weighs 5,600,000 pounds and 
the new one is twice as heavy.

It can- 
not be denied, in their view, that if in 
1914 she took up arms it was because 
she was forced to do so to defend her- 
self against aggression planned for 
more than forty years. Until the last 
moment, in agreement with England 
and Russia, she made desperate en- 
deavors to maintain peace. All the 
proposals made with that object in 
view were systematically rej@cted by 
the central Powers, upon whom falls, it 
is contended, the entire responsibility 
for the present war. France entere i 
the struggle in spite of herself, ani- 
mated by no spirit of conquest, and no 
desire for domination while her enemies 
France considers made no secret of 
their plans for rapine and devastation. 
The methods of warfare of the enemies 
of France, from which neutrals also 
have suffered, directly or indirectly, are 
declared to have fortified the resolution 
ot France so as to act that a repetition 
of such calamities shall be impossible ir 
the future. It is to insure the incontest- 
able enjoyment of her right to live that 
France is fighting and will continue to 
fight.’’ 

The Temps, which carries great polit- 
ical weight, referring to President Wil- 
son’s note, asks: Oan new crimes such 
as the Belgian deportations which, at 
this moment are provoking the indig- 
nation of people in the United States, 
be set aside? : 

“The United States is suffering from 
the war and nobody denies it, but they 
suffer by the fault of those who de- 
sired and brought on the war. They 
cannot forget, moreover, that in the 
present contest Frenchmen, companions 
in combat for American independence, 
defend French independence. It is not 
at a moment when our forces and those 
of our allies, developed or created dur- 
ing the war, are promising our just re- 
venge that we can be asked to sheathe 
the sword. They know that the German 
‘note, destitute of substance, lacking 
strength, is only a War maneuver and 
not an act of peace. They know that 
the Germans are offering us a peace 
trap as two years ago it was a war 
trap, and they cannot ask us to be 
caught therein. We want a Victory 
which will prevent a return of aggres- 
sion and save us and neutrals from the 
horrors of war and its consequences. 

In this firm resolution affirmed by 
all the Governments of the entente, 
America finds the only valid guarantee 
of its pacinc aspirations. She cannot 
find it in the German word so often 
violated. 

“All support, even moral, given Ger- 
many now would have no other result 
than to aid her in escaping by diplo- 
macy the responsibility of war and re- 
serve for the future her liberty of ag- 
gression. ° 


Intentivas of Cabinet. 
“It is not that, that from all the 


evidence the Washington Cabinet 
wishes, and there is no doubt in our 
mind regarding its intentions. But in- 
tentions are not all and consequences 
must be foreseen. It is this provision, 
enlightened by the study of facts and 
based on the study of rights, that the 
French people expect from the Ameri- 
can people as, more than a century 
ago, the American people awaited and 
procured it from the French people.“ 

This editorial in the Temps is under- 
stood here to represent authoritative 
views in French official circles. 

“A dramatic stroke,” is the way L’In- 
transigeant heads the note. The news. 
paper says:

“It is natural that the President 
should desire to know the purposes of 
the belligerents. Certainly this act will 
disarrange the sly maneuver Germany 
is seeking to accomplish at this time.

The people of every 
part of the State must be aroused to the necessity 
and the value of roads. They must be brought 
to recognize that good roads are worth every dol- 
lar expended on them. 

Ignorance is the cause of bad roads and the 
obstacle to good roads. Public opinion must be 
informed and aroused in favor of good roads and 
taxes to pay for them. When this is done good 
road laws will be passed and enforced and good 
roads plans will be put through.

The St. Vincent de Paul Society, which gives 
relief to the poor without religious distinction, 
and has no heavy office or other expenses to ab- 
sorb a large part of its funds, is appealing for 
aid to enable it to care for the large number of 
helpless families and individuals who rely upon 
its ministrations. | 

With the heavy increase in cost of living, the 
poor will suffer more severely than usual this 
winter unless all the reliable charitable organiza- 
tions are enabled, through the generosity of the 
public, to do their usual part as almoners. Indeed, 
death from cold and starvation menaces desti- 
tute persons unless aid is forthcoming, under ex- 
isting weather conditions.

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INFLUEN CE OF A REAL CHILDREN’S COURT. 

After serving as Judge of the Chicago Juvenile 
Court for seven years, Judge Merritt W. Pinckney 
was forced to resign on account of illness. As 
soon as the Judge was able to meet his associates 
and co-workers, he received a gratifying evidence 
of their appreciation of his seven years’ work, in 
expressions of affection and regard at a dinner 
given in his honor. 

But the regard was not confined to these men 
and women who had aided in making the Juvenile 
Court a success. In replying to the speeches at 
the dinner, Judge Pinckney said, in telling of his 
seven years’ experience in dealing with the 11,819 
delinquent boys and the 4089 delinquent girls, be- 
sides all the dependents and the parents of both: 

The Judge may forget, but the juveniles 
never. They hail him on the streets, call him 
on the telephone, write him letters, the great 
majority of them bearing glad tidings of their 
making good. The Juvenile Court is a vision, 
which the Judge must keep splendid. 

A real children’s court will always, as in the 
case of Judge Pinckney’s court, win the esteem 
and even the afféction of the young people who, 
under its fostering care, are given the strength 
and guidance that will enable them to become 
good citizens. But we cannot have such a court 
unless its Judge and officers can devote their 
entire time and energies to its affairs. That is 
the kind of court that 10,000 St. Louis women 
desire to have created for this city. It would be 
an inestimable boon to the rising generation.

An aged and crippled woman with small com-

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SUREME COURT ON MR. KUHS. 

Acting jointly with his son, a partner in a 
real estate business, August H..Kuhs sold to him- 
self, acting jointly with fellow members of the 
St. Louis School Board, a site for a school at an 
advance of $11,500 over its value of a few days 
before. 

The nature of the transaction having been made 
public by the Post-Dispatch, Judge Clark of the 
Court of Criminal Correction exonerated and dis- 
charged Mr. Kuhs. The St. Louis Circuit Court, 
however, directed his removal from the board for 
cause and ordered him to pay back the $11,500, of 
which he had deprived the children of the School 
District. 

The judgment of the people on Judge Clark’s 
course was pronounced in the late election. Now 
the legal and judicial quality of the conflicting 
action taken by the two local courts is defined 
in explicit, vigorous terms by the Supreme Court. 

Of the absurd defense manufactured by col- 
lusive shifting of responsibility between the elder 
and younger Kuhs and denial of guilty knowledge 
of a transaction adding $11,500 to the profits of 
the co-partnership, the opinion gives a good de- 
scription in the words, “ill-matched patchwork.” 
It says that the defendant “did not combat the | 
charges with a frankness indicative of innocence.” 
It says that his “conduct was not. characteristic 
of that of an honest public official.” It 
affirms unqualifiedly the removal from office 
and the order for the restitution of the money. 

We believe a public service of unusual value was 
performed in the exposure of this crooked deal, 

and the infliction of the only penalties possible 
after the disappointing result before the criminal 
Judge. The School Board is engaged yearly in 
some of the largest of local real estate transac- 
tions. What habitual dishonesty might have de- 
veloped had this betrayal of trust gone undetected 
and unpunished? What opportunity for wholesale 
¢crookedness might have been presented in the ex- 
penditure of the $3,000,000 the board has just bor- 
rowed? 

Whisperings of suspicious deals might have 
caused the defeat of the bond issue.

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While You Wait 
for the Doctor 


N accident that is distressingly 
A frequent nowadays is to have 
the clothing catch fire. This 
happens more often to women than 
to men because they dress in more 
inflammable materials. Nine times 
out of ten this results fatally simply 
because the person to whom the ac- 
cident happens or the bystanders lose 
their heads and do the wrong thing. 
The worst thing one can possibly do 
in such a case is to run into the 
next room for help, because rapid 
motion makes draught that fans the 
fire into a furious blaze, and the 
flames creeping rapidly upward soon 
envelop the head. When this occurs 
the chance of recovery from the 
burns is very small. 

Call for help by all means, but lie 
down at once on the floor. This posi- 
tion tends to protect the face from 
the flames. Roll over and over to 
emother the fire, and if there is a rug 
en the floor wrap it around yourself 
to aid in the process; but if you can, 
be careful to hold it close around the 
neck so as to keep the flames from 
the face. 

If you happen to bein a house 
where such a serious accident occurs 
rush to the sufferér at once and make 
her lie down on the floor if she has 
not already done so. Procure a blan- 
ket or a rug, tear down a portiere, or 
get an overcoat, whichever you can 
co the quickest. Envelop the suffer- 
er in this. In dropping such a wrap- 
ping down upon the flames it is 
safest to hold one edge of the 
blanket, or whatever is used, with 
your foot at the side of the face and 
then lower the covering quickly. In 
this way you will prevent the flames 
from being fanned into the face, or, 
as often occurs, from shooting up 
under the edge of the wrap to catch 
your own clothing. 

Send for the doctor at once when 
such an accident happens, for even 
if the burns do not seem very deep 
there fs grave danger from the shock. 
If the patient feels atall faint givea 
teaspoonful of aromatic spirits of 
ammonia in a third of a glass of 
water. This will keep up the heart’s 
action until the doctor arrives. 

If any of the clothing should ad- 
here to the burn do not on any ac- 
count attempt to pull it off, as the 
flesh will come with it and make a 
very deep and painful wound, ‘Soak 
clothing and all in sweet oil or, bet- 
ter still, carron oil, and the cloth 
will come away gradually without 
doing further injury. Carron oil is 
mixing linseed oil with 
equal quantities of lime water, and 
should always be kept in the house, 
as it is the best possible remedy for 
all kinds of burns. 

Very often people get ourned with 
other things than with fire. Wash- 
ing soda that is used in most house 
holds will make very painful burns 
if it is too strong: so will strong 
ammonia, potash or lye. If you have 
spilled any of these things on the 
hands, first thoroughly drench them 
with water and then wash them with 
Vinegar or lemon juice to remove the 
alkali that is eating into the skin,
